Fourth Officer of lll-Fater Steamer De­ 


clares Vessel Either Refused Aid or 


Missed Distress Signals. 


W ashington, April 23.—The senate 
com m ittee s hearing in the 
I itauio 
disaster developed the lai t that a ves­ 
sel was within sight of 
the 
gr. at 
W hite S tar liner when it came into 
fatal collision with the Iceberg. 
This unidentified vessel was headed, 
tow ard the Titanic. So close was she 
th a t her lights were easily discernible 
from the T itanie’8 bridge 
Vet this 
m ysterious ship failed to respond to 
the burning rockets that were sent up 
for more than an bour as signals of 
distress. 
This phase of the tragic disaster 
was brought out before the senate in­ 
vestigating 
com rn it Hee, when J. B. 
Boxball, fourth officer of the Titanic, 
told ol his unsuccessful attem pts to 
attract the strangers' attention. 
This 
ship. according 
to 
Boxball, I 
could not have been m ore than five I 
miles away and was steam ing toward 
the Titanic. 
So close was it that from 
the bridge 
Boxball 
plainly saw 
Its: 
m asthead lights and then its red aide 
light. 
Both 
with 
rockets and with the 
Morse electric signal did the yokng 
officer 
hail 
the 
stranger. 
Captain 
Smith and several others in the vi­ 
cinity of the bridge declared at the 
tim e their belief that tire vessel had 
seen them and was signalling in reply. 
Boxball failed to see the replies, how 
ever, and in any case the steam er 
kept on its course obliquely past the 
Titanic without extending aid. 
Box hall said that under the w eather 
conditions experience! at the lim e of 
the collision the lifelxmtH were sup­ 
posed to carrv sixty five persons. Un­ 
der the regulations of 
the 
British 
Board of Trade, In addition to th** oars 
there were in the taints water break­ 
ers. w ater dippers, bread, bailers, mast 
and sail and lights and a supply of oil. 
All of these supplies, said Boxball, 
were In the boats when the Titanic 
left Belfast. He could not say w hether 
they were in when the vessel lott 
Southampton. 
"Did you see the berg when the ship 
stru ck ?” Boxball was asked, 
“ No. sir." 
“ Did I* strike th** low or shave I t ? ’ 
“ It seemed to I-** to have struck tho 
I bluff of th* s ar boa rd bow.' 
“Then It w; s not a square blow on 
J the bow tit the ship?" 
“ No. a glancing blow.” 
"W as it a hard im pact?” 
“No, It was so slight that I did not 
think It was serious.” 


Finds Murdock on Bridge. 
Boxball then went to m e o rd g e. 
where he found the first officer, Mr. 
Murdock; the sixth officer, Mr. Moody, 
and Captain Smith 
Boxball sa d th** captain asked what 
was t i e trouble, and the first officer 
replied they had s*ruck an iceberg, 
and added that In* had born** to stai- 
bosrd and reversed his engines full 
speed after ordering the closing of the 
w a te rtig h t doors. 
“ Did von see the Iceberg'’’’ 
“ Yes, sir; I could see it dimly. It 
lay low in the w ater and was about 
as high as the lower rail of the ship. 
or about thirty feet out of the w ater.’ 
Ile bael great difficulty In seeing the 
berg, which he d**« lared was a dark 
gray color. 
Boxball said be went down to th** 
steerage. Inspected all th e decks in 
the vicinity of where the ship hail 
struck, found no traces of any dam age

New York, April 23.—O rders which 
were to call out th e locomitive engi­ 
neers of the fifty railroads east of Chi­ 
cago and north of th e Ohio river by 
6 o'clock tomorrow morning were post­ 
poned by the prom pt action of Martin 
A. Knapp, president judge of the Unit­ 
ed S tates com m erce court, and Charles 
P. Neill, United S tates com m issioner 
of labor. 
T hree hours after W arren S. Stone 
and th e chiefs of th e Brotherhood of 
Locomotive E ngineers had announced 
that the strike, which would cripple 
the east and New England, would be 
on so soon as the orders could be ca r­ 
ried out, the two governm ent repre­ 
sentatives arrested action by a tender 
of their services in mediation. 
This 
offer was received with favor by Mr. 
Stone and his aides, wiio held their 
advisory com m ittee of fifty chairm en, 
one m an from each railroad, in New 
York. 
Captain J. C. S tuart, rice president 
of the Erie ralroad, and chairm an of 
Hie conference com m ittee of railroad 
m anagers which had been dealing with 
the union men since January, Just as 
promptly declared th at he will su b n rt 
the 
proposition to his 
commune**.
